The revolationists im Caba have at length
hit the keynote to suooess in decreeing the
abolition of slavery. By telegraph we learn
that this deorse was lssued in the Central De-
partment by the insurgent Assembly of Re-
prosentatives, and that the freedmen may
pither become soldiers or remain cultivators
of the soil, The effeot of this deoree must be
damaging to (he interests of the whole western
snd of tha lsland, where, as yet, the patriot
gffort has met with small sncoess. [t will
ganas & great commotion amonf the thickly
pottled dfatriotl, and must aot as it acted npon
onr territory when Mr, Lincoln issusd his
emancipation proclamation, and thus broke
the bone of our rebellion.

The losurgents now pro to conocentrats
their foroes and establish the headquarters of
thelr government near Bantisgo de Cuba, in
the southeastern partof the island. Thus the
yevolution is every day becoming more oon-
golidated and of firmer texture. There is
now but one direation for it, and that is on-
ward; for every hatred that ever existed or
fias been oreated in the Cubans by Spanish
misrnle bas full opportunity to vent itself and
find redress. The efforts of the Spanish troops
to suppress the movement are every day be-
coming more impotent. The rage of the “vol-
anteers’'—the wreckers of Cuba, as they m
very justly be termed—is venting itself in
wholesale slanghter that would disgrace even
the Government of Eogland in its East India
masgaores. The Bpanish troops are also com-
mitting great outrages upon the plantations,
and a war of desolation appears to already
exist. We have often stated that this would
be the polioy of Epain when she found that
there was no longer & hope of clinging to the
island. When shie leaves it of her swn accord
it will be when this rich treasure honse has
been completely wrecked and given over to
internal anaroby.

It beoomes a very serions matter for the
United Btates to consider onr present and
future relations to the island of Cubs, and
sot at once with reference to onr interests,
Every day destroys what it will take time and
millions of dollars to build up again after the
island comes into our hands. It is not for the
interest of this continent that we should per-
mit any Enropean power to desolate any part
of onr territory. In the first place, there is no
pens in the idea that a nation in this age has
a right to possess & colony. It {8 in opposi-
tion to every ruling and civilized principle of
the nineteenth century. Much less right has
mny power to desolate a foreibly held colonial
posesession, when that colony desires to have
what we olsim is due to all mankind—s gov-
prnment of its own, where every section ocan
be re nted in common with all the other
distriots or provinces of the government.
Cuba has never had this. The only privilege
she has received is that of supporting old
Hpain in her indolence, ignorance, and arro-
ganoce.

What Busivess Men Ask,
From the N. ¥. Times.

The merchants, bankers, and buginess men
of New York, Boston, Philadelphis, and Chi-
cago recently petitioned, simultaneously, for
the enactment of & law regulating the transac-
tions of the Treasury with reference to bonds
and gold. They asked ‘‘that hereafter all
purchases or sales of the loans and bonds of
ihe United States, on account of the United
States, shall be made by inviting public com-
pelition through l-ﬂvarlialn? for proposals;"”’
and that ‘“'all gales of gold, for account of the
United States, shall be made at public auctien
byan authorized ofiisial of the Treasury De-
partment’’ after properly advertising the
3ime and place. The petitions to this effeot
reoeived the sigvatures of the leading firms
and banking officials of the cities named, and
andoubtedly reflect the intelligent businass
opinion of the country.

Mr. Hooper's bill, which passed the Honse

its adoption by the Senate would have pre-
vented much soandal, and saved the large
gums which favored brokers now receive ftgll‘
doing the work of the Treasury officials.

The work to bs done
now 8 of a praotioal gort, and the
measures adopted are to be judged by their
bearing upon it. The very faot that General
Lovogstreet, known to have been one of the
foremost generals of the Rebellion, has been
.fpoinh-d to Federal office, on soconut of
the frank manwer in whioh he has acosptel
the resulta of the war, and the zsal aud sin-
cerity with which he has sought to earry
into effect the subsequent ation of the Gov.
ernment, will satisfy the South that the war
is over, and that it is no longer the policy of
the Government to ostracize men for having,
while it lasted, been enemies of the Union;
but that they will bs judged by their condnot
ginee it ended, rather than the share they
took in it while it was going on. This will at
once disabuse the Southern mind of apprehen-
glons which have done great misohis{ to the
Union enuse in that section, and opsrate as a
strong encouragement to a cordial and effuo-
tive support of the Government.

A Precedent for the Stewart Case.

The nomination, confirnration, and resigna-
tion of Mr. A, T. Stewart are already fast
passing into the schedule of ancient history,
particularly with the administration and its
friends, who have no tears to shed over past
failures in their anxisty to avoid making new
Jauz-pas,

But it may be well to note the fact that Mr.
Btewart's case was not withont a precedent,
were it only for the sake of emforcing the
truth that his fitness or unfitness to hold the
office for which he was nominated was a ques-
tion guite as much of progriel.y as of legality.
It is rather odd that this precedent should
have been entirely overlooked, at least in the
Sevate,

President Taylor, shortly after his inangu-
ration, nominated Bamuel J. Peters to be Col-
lector of the port of New Orleans. The avoca-
tions of the nominee, unlike those of Mr.
Stewart, were but little known beyond the
limits of the oity in which he resided. But
they were well known to the then Benator
from Louisians, P, Soule, upon whose sug-
gestion, that the nominee imported brandy,
the nomioatien was promptly rejected. Bat
the rejection was not placed upon the grouad
of ineligibility in Mr. Peters. 1t was deemed
{wproper to place in office a man who might
be tempted to abuse it,

Like Mr, Stewart, Mr. Peters had sll the
legal qualifications requisite ina pominse,
end, being the leader of the Whig party of
New Orleaus, possessed of & handsome private
fortune, and lred with political ambition, he
might well have abandouned his grocery busi-
ness if the Senste had confirmed bim; but
that body preferred to act upon the injunction,
